ELECTRIC WIRES. 


Representatives of Electric Interests Heard 
This Morning. 
Representatives of all the electric wire interests in 
St. Louis were in attendance at the special meeting 
ofthe Board of Public improvements yesterday 
which was called fapthe purpose of hearing opin- 
ions as to the new set of rules and regulations gov- 
erning the erection of telegraph poles and the main- 
tenance of electric wires which the Board of Public 
Improvements intends to adopt. Among the gentle- 
men present were Messrs. Durant, Allen, Lancaster, 
Squires, Brown, Powell, Crane, Cabell, Lonberger 
Hoyle and Doherty. The committee to whom the 
preperation of the rules and regulations was re- 
erred — * that by ordinance the board was 
authorized to protect citizens from to life 
and property resulting from the unre use of 
meets lent ne wire, more particularly those of 
electric t and power compani consequent! 
the rules and regulations were submitted. The rules 
overned first the capacity of conductors, second 
nsulation, prohibiting “ground circuits” through 
sewer pipes, water pipes, or others, third, the auto- 
matic shunt. In the consideration of applications it 
was seen that companies required 
prompt action. sible to t permits 
to every applicant, thus obstructing the sidewalk 
disfiguring streets and destroying the usefulness o 
some wires. and it was a bad policy to deprive resi- 
dents on streets from the benefits arising from the 
introduction of the electric light or telephone because 
two telegraph com under permits long ago 
granted, erected poles and stretched on both sides 
of a street, from which residents derived no benefit 
whatever.

Aft- 
er a week of exemption from new failures or 
disturbances it was to be expected that the nat- 
ural reaction would set in, but the long continu- 
ance of the depression gives a new meaning to 
the word panic and establishes a genuine and 
undeniable panic as far as stock values are con- 
cerned. / 

The condition of the Western Union stock il- 
lustrates very fairly the condition of the mar- 
ket. The last quarterly statement of this com- 
pany shows thatitis earning seven per cent 
per annum on its capital stock of $80,000,000, 
yet that stock hovers down in the fifties, giving 
the purchaser nearly fourteen per cent of in- 
come on his money. 

As to the future of Western Union there is 
always the uncertainty of stock manipulation 
and the danger of competition. But as it takes 
a majority of stock to control the company, the 
interests of the stockholders are reasonably 
safe, while the growth of the telegraph business 
advances more rapidly than the prospects of 
competition. The continued decline in such a 
stock; the fact that the public fefuse to buy to- 
day, at fifty-five, a stock which they dealt in at 
par when it was intrinsically less valuable than 
it is now, establishes the truth that there is a 
literal panic in stocks. 

The Union Pacific is, of course, in a bad way. 
Two new lines share the transcontinental busi- 
ness which it once held exclusively, and as far 
West as Utah rival lines from the East have 
invaded ite territory. It isa squeesed lemon 
and its prospect is that it will be handled so as 
to swindle the Government out of its mortgage. 
There are other worthless stocks which the gam- 
blers refuse to use as chips, but there are oth- 
ers which seem to have permanent intrinsic and 
unassailable value far above the quotations of 
the day. 

The trouble is that in addition to the depres- 
sion caused by over-building of railroads—in

We must confess that the Globe-Democrat 
makesa remarkably good showing. But as 
wo have had only five years to catch up in, 
where it had seven years the start of us, the 
relative growth of the past is a significant in- 
dex of the future.

A curious story is published by a Berlin paper 
concerning a murder association which is said to 
exist at Bogheria, with a thriving branch at Sicarazzi 
in Sicily. The capture of four persons suspected of 
murder led to the discovery of the organization, 
which was formed for the purpose of removing ob- 
noxious persons Yor hire. There were fifty-nine 
members at Bogheria and forty-five at Sicarazzi. 
The services of the club were in great demand, and 
a thriving business in killing was carriedon. All of 
the 104 members have been arrested and are under- 
going trial at Palermo. 


Tux work of restoring the architectural beauties 
of the famous buildings at Venice, and in the opin- 
ion of most artists of ruining them. ha been stopped 
temporarily, at least. When the subject was first 
opened the artistic world was thrown into great dis- 
tress and no opportunity has been allowed to pass 
to protest, especially against the renovation of St.

Lars O1sen Surra, the largest manufacturer of 
liquors in Sweden, the name of Brandy King having 
been given him from the fact that he controlled the 
entire liqucr trade, has sold his distilleries, and is de- 
voting himself to a study of the drink problem. The 
enormous number of deaths from alcholism in 
in Sweden led him to investigate the cause of it. He 
called a convention of distillers and scientists in 
Paris, and also instituted scientiffe researches and 
experiments. Finding that the presence of fusil oil 
in liquors made them poisonous he improved the 
rectification 80 that in one year the number of 
deaths in Stockholm alone decreased from 600 to 
100. Mr. Smith is inaugurating a movement in 
Sweden in favor of high license and in favor of the 
regulation of the price and quality of liquor by the 
Government. 

Tue Russian Palestine Society, at the suggestion 
of the Grand Duke Sergius, has been conducting 
excavations ona piece of ground at Jerusalem, 
which belongs to the Russian Government. Both 
Jewish and Roman relics of considerable interest 
have been discovered. One of the most important 
remains is that of the Church of the Resurrection, 
built in the year 333 A. C., the plans of which have 
been sketched by several explorers. The Russian

Tuere is general rejoicing in England among the 
advocates of the higher education of women over 
the victories won at Oxford, by which women will 
hereafter be admitted to some of the “honors” ex- 
aminations.
